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Mr, Wun^.r.wos born in New York 
City in 1911. He went to high school in 
Kingston, New York, and then to work 
with o New York brokerage office. The 
job admittedly did no more for him 
than provide the wherewithal to develop 
his natural artistic abilities, which, along 
with the desire to write, were his chief 
interests. 

In the evening, on week ends, and dur- 
ing the summer vacations he studied art 
under several prominent- artists at the 
Woodstock, Connecticut, art colony. 

After a perplexing period of inde- 
cison when he could not decide whether 
to pursue the career of artist or writer, 
he finally took a position as staff artist 
with AP Newsfeatures, and built up 
seven years of experience which, along 
with his ability to write, was to prove 
of great value as he took up the career 
of comic strip artist. 



When the Army colled him in Febru- 
ary, 1943, he wos affored the opportuni- 
ty of familiarizing himself with the Army 
Air Corps (Army Transport Command in 
particular), Army Intelligence, with which 
he worked for a time under Colonel 
Mandel of the Chicago department 
store Mandels, and the Middle East 
locale, all of which were to qualify him 
to toke over the "Terry and the Pirates" 
strip. 

In his work overseas in connection with 
Army Intelligence, he found exercise for 
his artistic talents in preparing maps and 
charts. The Army Transport Command 
was his conveyor on charting expeditions 
throughout practically the whole of 
Europe. Permanently stationed in Oran 
and later in Casablanca, he flew thru 
France, Italy, [Spain and Portugal un- 
officially), Pakistan, India, Teheran and 
many other strategic territories through- 
out the East which sometimes provide 
the locale of the Terry strip. 

When the Chicago Tribune-New York 
News Syndicate began its search for o 
new artist to draw Terry, out of many 
contenders Mr, Wunder's work as well 
as his background seemed to be out- 
standing. He and Miss Mollie Siott, the 
Syndicate's manager, worked together 
for more than three months correcting 
and revising continuity, and redrawing 
characters or entire strips until perfec- 
tion seemed to have* been achieved. 

Mr. Wunder is another left-handed 
artist. (Charlton has several). His wife 
gives him material assistance with his 
strip by working out color schemes. She 
is also "Vice President in charge of Aero- 
nautical Detail" by merit of her contri- 
bution to the war effort building B-24's.
